Carman Stable Scores a Double with Campeon and 
Horizon, the Latter Being Winner of 
the Distaff Stakes. 



New York. July 9. — Olamhala. winner of the Sub- 
urban and Commonwealth Handicaps, was an easy 
winner of the Brighton Handicap at Yonkers this 
afternoon. Hamptou Court, the longest shot in the 
lace, ran to the place, while Czar, an added starter, 
was third. It was Hampton Court that made the 
running and there was little pace, the others in the 
tield rating along in the hope that they would out- 
sprint Olamhala through the short stretch. Jockey 
Archibald made his move with Olamhala approach- 
ing the stretch turn and the son of Ornus came away 
easily when called on to win by half a dozen lengths. 
Priuce Imperial was the victim of some hard luck, 
lie was on the rail approaching the stretch turn, 
and when Garner attempted to drive him through, 
lie was sharply cut off and knocked completely out 
of contention.

Cincinnati. 0., July 9. — Latonia’s thirty-days sum- 
mer meeting closed this afternoon In the proverbial 
blaze of glory, an immense attendance being on hand 
to witness the stiort and bid the racers good by until 
fall. Ideal conditions governed and as some of the 
best horses in the west engaged in the various con- 
tests. the racing resulted in stirring struggles. The 
finish of tlie Cincinnati Hotel Handicap, carrying a 
guaranteed value of $2,004), was especially thrilling. 
This stake went to Pinkola after a sensational rush 
through the stretch that <*arrieil him from last plaee 
to overhaul Meadow in the final stride. Tlie latter 
api>eared a certain winner after she hail successively 
disposed of Friend Harry, Ilanhridge and Countless, 
-but she was unable to cope with Plukola’s rush. 
Countless outstayed Ilanhridge for third place.

Tin* number of days 
that we will race this autumn has not been agreed 
on. but in all probability will lie twenty-five. I am 
going to New York shortly to confer with Matt .1. 
Winn and others interested in tin* Kentuekv tracks 
and we will then reach an understanding ns to future 
plans for the sport in this state.”

ENGLISH RACING IS THRIVING WELL. 

Two Brothers Score Important Successes on the Samo 
Day Over Tracks Ear Apart— Lyndin Wins. 



London. Rne„ June 25. — Following Ascot good 
meetings at Newcasdo. Newbury ami .Sundown have 
nerved to keep the followers of racing busy and well 
entertained. At Newcastle the Northumberland 
Plate was a magnet that drew an enormous attend- 
ance. The “Pitmen's Derby,” as it is called, has 
Jong lieen immensely popular with the north country 
people, but this year, for one reason or another. 
It was unusually appealing and the result was an 
attendance that probably was a record for Uosforth 
Park. The race was worthy of its iiatronage ami 
fell to the fast and staying mare, Klizabetta. by a 
head liettcr than Bridge ot Kuril, and Venture was 
Japped on the pair. The Newbury Cup was decided 
at Newbury the same day. June 22. and was won by 
tV. Hall Walker’s Itoyal Realm. Klizabetta belongs 
to Reid Walker. It thus tiefell that the big events 
in Hie day’s programs, north and south, went to 
brothers, and that the successful horses were by 
sires wlio are. or rather were, own brothers — Royal 
Realm ladug a son of Persimmon and Klizabetta a 
daughter of Diamond Jubilee. Carrying Hie parallel 
further it remains to remark that both winners 
wore home bred, whilst the sires, of course, were 
lsilli reared by our late and lamented king. 

An incident of the racing at Newbury was t lie 
first success credited to a horse of Janies It. Keene's 
in England this year. Several of liis horses ran un- 
successfully at Ascot, and it was reserved for Lyn- 
din to break 1 lie lei' for the stable. In isiint of 
value the race was not much, being the $500 All- 
Aged Plate. But it was made notable from the 
fact that Lyndin had a regular mob of horses to 
contend with and defeated thirty-six opponents in 
good style. I.yndiu is a big colt with which little 
could be done last year. lie was left here in the 
hope that with growth and filling out he might de- 
velop into a horse capable of winning some of bis 
many engagements in valuable events. lie is iu the 
St. I.egor .it Dom-astcr and may he a starter. 

M. Jariel. the owner of the Courteillcs Stud. Bel- 
gium. lias sustained a severe loss through the death 
of San Roipie. own brother to Rock Sand. San 
Roque's loss will be a very serious one for M. Jariel. 
since the produce claiming th-sccnl from (lie son of 
Sainfoin are more than usually promising. 

Hamburg is about to celebrate the North German 
Derby, one of (lie most im|>ortant events on the 
German turf. Darling's recent engagement by the 
Messrs. Von Weinberg appears likely lo result in a 
torn of luck for a deserving stable which has 
thrown many hostages to fortune. The efforts of 
Darling wisild once more have placed bis owners at 
the bead of the list of winning owners bad not 
Sunday witnessed Hie success of the Royal Graditz 
Stud in Hie Grand Ilunsa Prize, where Orient, wlmse 
running so astonished her friends in the Vienna 
Derliy. beat Fervor easily. Nevertheless, Fervor lias 
enabled the Messrs. Von Weinberg to make a record 
as twice having won the Silver Challenge Shield, 
which must !*• secured on three different occasions lie 
fore it can be -finally claimed. The first trophy accrued 
to them from Hie brackets gained respectively bv 
Prinz Hamlet. Somali and Shiby, while the success 
of Fervor, following on that of Festino and Fels. 
accounts for the second. Festa. file dam of Fels. 
Festino and Fervor, was a lucky purchase. She was 
iHuight through the excellent judgment of II. Von 
Oertzcn for the North German Breeders’ Associa- 
tion. Stic cost, according to the accounts of the 
association. $5,238 and was sold at the Iloppc- 
gartep auction for $2,500 to the Waldfried Stud. 
Stic has lieen a wonderful acquisition and her prod- 
uce. including the ecdl Salute, which rail in Eng- 
land. France and Germane, has brought in something 
like $338.72**. so that Festa lias exceeded Hie profits 
secured for her offspring hv the famous Perdita. 

George Blackwell, the Newmarket trainer, was 
married recently to Miss Lily I' Anson, (bird daugh- 
ter of Robert 1’ Anson. Blackwell was formerly mas- 
ter of tin' Lagrange House stables, blit this season 
he removed lo Moulton Paddocks, where he took 
over charge of Sir Ernest Gassel’s horses. Black- 
well has during his career trained many imixirtant 
winners, and with Rock Sand he won the coveted 
“triple crown” in 1!K)3. 

Several minor triumphs were achieved by the 
American horses in the course of the past week’s 
racing. Charles Carroll’s good filly, Queen Tii. won 
the Kennet Plate at Newbury, and his colt, Torch- 
bcarer. the Apprentice's Plate at the same meeting. 
Mr. Whitney’s two-year-old gelding. Ballysand. won 
the Segldll Plate at Newcastle, but his speedy three- 
year-old. New Castle, was unexpectedly beaten by 
Merenlio in the valuable Perkins Memorial Plate, at 
a mile, for which he was a pronounced favorite. 
However. Merrill In is a capital race horse, so New 
Castle was not disgraced. 

A record attendance was registered at Aiitrnil 
on Sunday. June 11*. the occasion of the Grand Stre- 
plerha-e. The takings at the gate are given ns Sl'.X- 
4«7 50. and the turnover at the inutuels as $S05..‘!17. 
Gentlemen's cards for the paddock ami stands num- 
bered s.Sfln and ladies’ ii.5H. while (i.5CiO patronized 
the side stand and tH.sxo paid for admission to the 
heath. 

Another landmark of old-time racing so dear to 
sportsmen in France lias been removed through the 
death of Henry Gilenn. who was the senior member 
of that group of traile rs who came out in the early 
days of racing, headed by the Messrs. Jennings anil 
Carter, and have perpetuated racing tradition 
through their children. Gibson came out very young 
to France and rod*- as a jockey, fixing himself at 
Chantilly. He trained for Count Darn before the 
war. but was perhaps more successful for the Barons 
Scillierc. for whom be trained for many years. He 
was an adept in patching up cripples and won many 
a good race with a liorse few thought worth keeping 
in training. When training for Baron Sellliere he 
caused a sensation by winning the Omnium with 
Jon tour, and I'is name was connected a"ain with the 
back-end handicap when lie sent nut Roi-de-la-Mon- 
tagne. He bail the care of some good horses, such 
as Fripnn. Fil-en-Qmitre. Jemie Brunette and others. 

Certain modi Beat Ions Imre lieen made necessary 
In the French rules of racing owing to Hie differ- 
ent s'rikes which have In mi threatened, and in future 
the Socle to Sportive d’Kncoiiracenient reserves to 
itself ti e right of determining the course over which 
certain r.-ucs shall be decided even when the track 
lias been specified in the conditions of the program. 
This icndifleatb ii lieeaii e necessary after the action 
brought I iv an owner, when Hie overflow of the Seine 
pecessitated a change of vcuue from Mulxous-Luflittc 



to Enghien, in seeking to hold the society liable for 
the stakes. The case went in favor of the defendants, 
but it is proposed formally to acquire the right to 
run the leading races at Paris in lieu of Chantilly 
should there be any trouble with the railway men 
such as that which diminished the receipts at the« 
gate on the occasion of the Chantilly Derliy. 

A very large sum of money lias been refused for 
Manwolt. the winner of the Seaton Delaval Plate 
at Newcastle and beyond all doubt in this big. 
commanding youngster J. Scott owns the smartest 
two-year-olil that has so far been stripped iu the 
north. A well-known soutli-country owner was will- 
ing to pay out a big figure for him. 

Ascot racing, with its great array of ricli stakes, 
lias greatly altered the table of winning sires and 
brought Count Sehoinbcrg. John O'Ganiit, Santoi. 
Tredennis. Suudridge. Hamburg. Wildfowler ami Gal- 
linule into the list. Cyllcnc is still the leader and

The new automobile entrance in Jcrpine avenue 7s 
not yet complete, but it will lie before tile meeting 
is much farther advanced. 

The prospect from the grandstand is hardly rccog 
niziihie to old-time patrons of Yonkers racing. *A 
real estate concern which is exploiting property 
along Jerome avenue has deneded the big hill im- 
mediately behind the track of its old covering of 
second growth timber and is grading streets In all 
directions.

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PASSING OF A FAMOUS ESTABLISHMENT. 



Lexington, Ky., July 9. — “There goes the last of 
a building that has sh.dtered more turf celebrities, 
human and equine, than any other structure 
in America,” remarked Garret D. Wilson as he 
watched the falling of the walls of the famous old 
"Horsemen’s Headquarters” Wednesday afternoon. 
The historic livery and sale stable, which since 1879 
had stood on Main street adjoining on the east side 
the Phoenix Hotel, was demolished to make space 
for tbe erection of an eight-story addition to the 
famous old hostelry. Mr. Wilson went on In a remi- 
niscent mood: “Old Thomas Montague had a livery 

stuble on that spot prior to the big tire of 1879 
which wiped out the old Phoenix Hotel and every- 
thing on the south side of Main street from Liute- 
stoue street to the old Central Christian Church, 
which stood where the Union Station now is. After 
the tire the late Barney J. Trcacy, who had made a 
fortune in horses, bought the Montague lot and we 
built a brick stable there — ibe one that those work- 
men have just torn down. Mr. Treacy hud two- 
thirds and I one-third of the plant and business. 
We named it ‘Horsemen’s Headquarters’ and we en- 
joyed a prosperous business. For several years 
nearly nil of the important public sales of thorough- 
breds and trotters of all ages were held iu that 
stable. To those sales came annually hundreds of 
men famous on the turf of American and Europe. 
No celebrity came to Lexington without paying a 
visit to ’Horsemen’s Headquarters’ and using our 
livery. In conjunction with this stable we inaugu- 
rated a horse-shipping business, owning three es- 
pecially equipped cars, lit which we transported 
hundreds of racers — runners and trotters — to New 
York. Chicago and other {stints. 

“In the meanwhile Mr. Treacy had extended his 
operations on the trotting and running turf, invest- 
ing heavily of his protits in stallions and mares for 
his Ashland Park Stud. In the early ’nineties there 
Paine a panic iu the trotting horse industry. The 
bottom virtually fell out of the business. Mr. 

Treacy was optimistic and would not sacriflce bis 
horses. They literally ate him up and in 1897 he 
was compelled to make an assignment. 

“I was determined to continue the livery, sale 
and shipping business at ‘Horsemen’s Headquarters.’ 
however, amt I arranged with James it. Ilaggiu for 
the use of $50,060 for ten years. With tills money 
I bought the pro|H-rty and went ahead on my own 
hook. I hail good business and good luck and in 
live years I hud discharged my obligation to Mr. 
lluggtn, and later along I had profits sufficient to 
enable me to join with Senator Joseph W. Bailey 
of Texas in the purchase of the Iroquois Stud of 
thoroughbreds now headed by the good stallion Stal- 
wart. 

"In 1907 the Plus-nix Hotel Company made plans 
for building a new hotel, which necessitated the 
purchase of ‘Horsemen's Headquarters.’ I sold to 
them, bought the old Navarre Club property — the 
blace on the north side of Main street made famous 
by the late Riley Graunan and owned by the Mon- 
tague estate — and there 1 put up my new ’Horse- 
men’s Headquarters.’ in which I have lieen quite 
prositeroiiH. hut I am growing tired of business uml 
some dav 1 shall sell out and put iu all my time on 
, the farm.”
